Mrs. Greene, a Detroit white ribboner, 
'^as chairman of the resolution commit­ 
tee and she read and reread, read the 
origrinal, read the amended resolution 
.and read the resolution as it would 
read ic this way or that. The chair­ 
man’s patience never wearied and her 
:smile never faded, althoutrh she did 
look fatigued but never tired. When 
the new Sunday 
school catechism 
comes out Job won’t be in it, but it' 
will read “Who is (not was) the most 
patient person (not man)V 
Answer: 
Mrs. Greene.” 


The first resolution to provoke dis­ 
cussion was the tirst resolution read. 
It demanded a single standard of purity 
lor men and women and referred to the 
necessity of proper child ^‘training.” 
After many seeches pro and con it 
was decided that ‘^child training” was 
too old fashioaed and seemed to re?ive 
thoughts of 
corporal 
punishment. 
*‘Child culture” was adopted against 
the protests of several ladies who 
thought Solomon knew what he was 
about when he called it “child train­ 
ing.” 


The next resolution as read urged 
the ministers to preach on total ateti- 
nence. 
An amendment was offered to 
add “and prohibition.” Then the discus- 
;sion began. Some 
of 
the 
women 
•thought it unwise to dictate to the 
•ministers. 
Others said that the min­ 
isters professed to believe in prohlbi- 
tion and a minister ought not to object 
to preach what he believes. 
A De­ 
troit delegate wanted the resolution 
with {prohibition in it to pass. 
In De­ 
troit it was only possible to get half a 
dozen ministers interested in the anti- 
saloon league. Another delegate who 
thought her pastor was 
all 
right 
wanted to change the word “prohibi­ 
tion” to “outlawing the saloon.^’ 


Before putting the vote Mrs. Ben­ 
iamin, the president, asked seriously, 
^‘Ought we to assume that the min­ 
isters do not preach prohibition now?”

During the vear four new unions have 
been established in the diatriot at the 
following places: Goblesville, School­ 
craft, Kendalls, and a new union at Kala- 
amazoo. 


The recording secretary, Mrs. C. H. 
Johnson of Flint, is a general favorite 
with the women.

A WICKEHSSAULT. 


It Is Committed Upon M. A. Jen­ 
nings by Sam Livingston 
and Alex McDonald. 


BOTH ASSAILANTS ARRESTED.

They Beat Their Viotinfi Into lnsen> 
•Iblllty and then Tried to 
Relieve His SufferlnflT. 


A murderous assault was committed 
u|M>n M. A. Jennings last night and the 
crime has been fastened uiK>n Samuel 
Livingston and Ale.xander McDonald. 
Both men are under arrest. Jennings 
is delirious from the effect of hiswounds, 
and although his chances favor recovery 
there is a iiossiblllty that his Injuries 
may result fatally. 


Twelve stitches were required to place 
the features of the injured man in a re­ 
cognizable condition. 
Dripping with 
blood and leaning on the arms of two 
men Jennings entered Bell’s drug store 
about 10:30. He presented a revolting 
appearance. A blow from some sharp 
instrument had cleft a glancing gash in 
his forehead four inches long and two 
inches deep. The skull was not frac­ 
tured, but the detached tlesh drooped 
so low as to almost conceal one of his 
eyes. There were other slighter wounds 
all of which however required the phy­ 
sician’s needle. 
He was attended by 
Drs. George Bell and Winans. 


The men reaponiBible for Jennings’ 
condition assisted in taking him to a 
physician. 
While the wounds were 
being dressed Livingston, it is alleged, 
confessed to having made the assault. 
He said McDonald had nothing to do 
Mrith it and urged his claim so earnestly 
the officers last night released Mc­ 
Donald after placing him in the city 
mil with Livingston, 
this morning 
Livingston changed his tune, and laid 
the crime upon McDonald. He told 
Officer 
Crawford 
that 
Jennings 
attacked him and McDonald then in­ 
terfered and “finished”Jennings. 


The crime was committed last night 
between 9 and 10 o’clock In an alley off 
of Fourth street. Jennings was on his 
way to his boarding house at 127 Park 
street, conducted by Miss Nellie Ma­ 
loney. The locality where the tragedy 
was enacted b unllghted. 
When op* 
poslte the alley Jénnings says Livings­ 
ton and McDonald emerged from the 
darkness and addressed him in a taunt­ 
ing and insolent manner. 
Before he 
had time to reply they were upon him. 
He had only a vague recollection of 
what then transpired. 
He remembers 
receiving a blow upon the head and 
being kicked, his bodv 
afterwards 
showing evidences of being terribly 
beaten. 


After flnishinff their work the as­ 
sailants, evidently arrived at a sober 
realization of tbelrdeed, and thinking, 
perhaps his injuries might prove fatal 
they picked up their Tlctim and carried 
him to the Big Four round house from 
which place a messenger was sent to 
Officers O’Brien and Perry who arrived 
promptly and conveyed Jennings to 
Bell’s drug store. 
It was after arriv­ 
ing there that Livingston said he had 
committed the crime and that he did 
it in self defense. 
When McDonald 
was locked up with him, it is alleged 
he said to the officers tliat there was 
no »ense In conffning an innocent man; 
that McDonald had no part in the tight 
and ought to be released, but this 
morning after 
Livingston’s 
second 
version had been given, Chief of Police 
Sterns went before Justice Graves and 
lodgvd a complaint against both men, 
charging them with assault with intent 
to do great bodily harm less than the 
crlmj of murder. 


Jennings occupied his room at his 
boarding house last night. He was de­ 
lirious and talked Incoherently most 
of the time. 
Dr. Gifford sat up with 
him. This morning he was feverish 
and restless. He has been employed as 
a tireman under Engineer John Gib­ 
bons, of the Big Four, and is popular 
with the railroad men. He is not of a 
quarrelsome disposition*and was never 
known to engage in a fight. 


McDonald was re-arrested this morn­ 
ing and with Livingston was arraigned 
before Justice Graves. They were held 
in bonds of 9B00 each to appear for a 
preliminary hearing June II. They 
were unable to procure bail and both 
were committed to the county jail. 


Chief Sterns visited the scene of the 
tragedy this morning, and although 
Livingston ckims that they used only 
their hats in the assault the chief found 
the handle of a broken umbrella which 
was afterwards identified as having 
been in Livingston’s possession. A 
trail of blood reaching from the alley 
to Park street was visible this morning 
and this afternoon a large blood mark 
covers the sidewalk on Park street and 
Fourth. 


Several persons whose names are in 
possession of the officeri saw the as­ 
sault and their versions go to show 
that Jennings was knocked dowh three 
or four times. He got away from his 
aisallants several times, but was re­ 
captured each time. After the terrible 
blow on the forehead Jennings’ assail­ 
ants evidently continued the assault, 
m the vegetation is trampled down and 
strewn with dropa of blood.

When the sihootlng occurred a crowd 
of 1,000 peop.le stood congregated around 
the Jail. It had been rumored that an 
attempt would be made to take Mitchell 
from the Jail and hang him. The crowd 
was more boisterous than at any time 
since the prisoner had been confined in 
the Jail. The crowd was howling for the 
prisoner and more determined to secure 
Mitchell. It had crowded Into the Jail 
yard and was crowding toward the Jail. 
Captain George W. Leonard, In com­ 
mand of the mllltla, addressed the crowd 
and gave them three minutes to disperse. 
There was a general rush from the Jail 
yard, but the crowd again returned. 


Crowd Broak* Into a Po r Ic. 


The noise had subsided and the dem­ 
onstration was less pronounced. Fully 
a half hour had elapsed from the time 
the order was given, when the roaringof 
musketry was heard. As many as twen­ 
ty shots w'ere fired Into the crow'd.

Troublf. had been looked for during 
the night and it was feared that the 
militia would go too *far and Are luto 
the crowd. The affair Is horrible And 
has embittered the feeling to Intensity. 
The streets are crowded and the most 
intense excitement prevails. Now that 
the people have seen their neighbors 
shot down the feeling la getting very 
intense. The people are worked up and 
there may bemoro trouble. Thelnob agmia 
advancing on the Jail at 1:30 a. m. The 
Jail was surrounded by the miUt|a and 
a sherifl'a posse, and had been so all 
day. But tiM mob would not be held 
back. H had been threatening all dar 
to lyncli the prisoner, who had been 
practically 
railroaded to penitentiary 
for twenty years. 


The pñsoner was tried last night. The 
grand Jury was impanelled yesterday 
and reported at 8:30 last night its ex- 
aminalion of ftve witnesses and the In­ 
dictment of Charles Mitchell, colored, 
for the criminal assault of Mrs. Ellasa 
Gaumer, white. The court thanked the 
Jury for Its "good day's work." Then 
Sheriff McLean and his deputies brought 
Mitchell ii.to court in a soldier's uni­ 
form. As the militia was on duty about 
the court house and the Jail this dis­ 
guise of the prisoner worked perfectly. 
The crowds that were about the grounds 
and In the streets did not know what 
\va.s going on, and those who saw Mitch­ 
ell en route from the Jail to the court 
house did not recognize him. 


The doors to the court hou^e were all 
guarded by- the militia. Prosecuting At- 
torne»/ Waite represented the state, 
and 
Attorney 
Flaugher 
the pris­ 
oner. 
With 
the 
military 
about 
the 
building 
and 
the 
crowds 
outside Mitchell was badly scared. He 
waived the reading of the Indictment, 
pleaded guilty, and was sentenced to 
the extreme limit for criminal assault— 
twenty years. 
The hearing occupied 
only a few moments. The court ordered 
the sheriff to take the prisoner to bo- 
lumbus last night. 


After Mitchell was sentenced by court 
there was trouble again. It was thought 
that the 
officers 
might get Mitchell 
through the cr#wd disguised as a sol 
dier, but his color prevented this plan 
and a carriage was driven up to the 
Jail. Then the mob broke In and de­ 
manded the prisoner. 
Th« 
Jail was 
strongly guarded by (^he militia and the 
sherifl felt safe so long as he did not 
venture out. The governor refused to 
»end troops to Urbana last night.

Madrid, June 4.—A cabinet council was 
held yesterday, the queen regent presid­ 
ing. The retiring premier, SenorCanovas 
del Castillo, made a long statement re­ 
garding Cuba, the Philippine islands, the 
Internal situation, the relations between 
Spain and the United States and the in­ 
cident which led to his resignation. Her 
majesty declared herself satlsfled with 
the explanation of Senor Canovas, and 
begged him to continue the government 
until the crisis w*as i|olved. Senor Cano- 
va% after the council, said the queen 
had asked him to telegraph Marshal 
Martines de Campos asking him to 
come to Madrid, and that the latter had 
replied that he would arrive here to­ 
day. Senor Canovas added that a solu­ 
tion of the crisis will be difficult, and will 
depend upon the conferences between 
the queen regent, Oenral Campos and 
Senor Sagastá, the Liberal leader. It Is 
said that the latter Is prepared to apply 
extensive reforms to Cuba through the 
Instrumentality of General Campos, who 
it is believed will shortly succeed Gener­ 
al Weiyer as captain general of Cuba. 


Exolt«» interest nt Wanhiuglon. 
Washington, June 4.—Tlie resignation 
of the Canovas cabinet at Madrid ex- 
cltcs much interest in official quarters 
here, owing to Us possible effect upon 
the policy of Spain toward Cuba and the 
attitude of the United States toward the 
conflict. Minister Dupuy de Lome will 
not discuss the situation puitllcly, but 
those who are near to him say that he 
takes the'change philosophically, and Is 
not greatly surprised, as recent events 
at Madrid have Indicated that a rupture 
was Inevitable. Among officials who are 
familiar with the status of affairs It is 
believed that the change will not involve 
any radical departure from the present 
policy of Spain on Cuba. The view Is 
expressed that the queen will invite 
Ca^iovaa to form a new ministry, and 
that the premier will then overcome the 
friction w’hlch led up to the present 
crisis by omitting from the new cabinet 
those elements which caused the per­ 
sonal rupture. 


TetttMi Will Not Drop Ont off Sight. 
Although the Duke of Tetuan Is not 
likely to resume his place as minister of 
foreign affairs, yet it is felt that his In­ 
fluence w'lll be a powerful 
factor In 
shaping the foreign pol'cy from this time 
forward. 
The crisis conies at a time 
when Madrid is about to enter upon its 
period of summer vacation. The Duke 
of Tetuan will go to Parts and the royal 
family and most of 
the government 
leaders will go to San Sebastian. But 
little Is done during this vacation, and it 
Is felt that' the Duke of Tetuan wilt con­ 
tinue to direct affairs during this period 
of inaction. 


WILL DK LOMK BK BKCALLED? 


Ofàéisl 
And the Best 


Question Interenllng Wanlitngton OMeinls 
—Hnvnnn Editor Waxes Wroth. 


Washington, June 4.—The 
question 
has arisen here as to the effect of a 
ehange in tlie Spanish cabinet upon the 
stay of Minister Dupuy de Lome In 
Washington. In the event of a com­ 
plete change of ministry, with a Lib­ 
eral premier and cabinet, it is under­ 
stood that De Lome will place himself 
at the disposal of the saw government, 
so that It will be free' to continue his 
service or accept his resignation as It 
sees fit, Under the diplomatic system 
of Spain the twelve 
leading foreign 
posts, 
including all the ambassadors 
and the leading ministers, are subject 
to the will of the government, so that a 
change of cabinet may entail a change 
of foreign 
ministers at these twelve 
posts. This depends, however, on the 
circumstances in the country ta which 
a minister Is accredited. 


A dl^patoh from Havana gives ex­ 
tracts from editorials in Diario de la 
Marina. 
In one of these, the paper 
gives Its attention to United States Con­ 
sul General Fitshugh Lee, charging him 
with Ignorance of the Spanish language 
and with being surrounded by Ameri­ 
cans born in Cuba who are generally 
hostile to the Spanish government. 
Diario further reileots upon the Judg­ 
ment of the United States consul gen­ 
eral, and prints a letter from a corre­ 
spondent In Santa Clara, making a sav­ 
age attack upon the United States con­ 
sul at Bagua la Grande. 
Walter B. 
Barker, charging hiin among other 
things with furnishing 
relief in the 
shape of provisions to Messrs. Seiglle 
and Yova and their families, both of 
whom are said to be owners of sugar 
estates and not In need of assistance. 
The 
correspondent 
of 
Diario de la 
Marina used this allegation to reflect 
upon the honesty and good faith of the 
reports of Barker to his government.

He Will be Retained to Furnish a 
Cue to the Board of Public 
Works. 


ON WATER SUPPLY PROPOSITION 


Members of th« Board at Sea as to 


Which of th« Many Plans Is th« 
Most Praotlcabl«. 


A t a meeting- of the board of public 
irorkfi held last night City Clerk Chad- 
dock was instructed to correspond with 
Engineer Piergon, of Kalanuixoo. with 
a view to employing him to make a 
thorough examination of the situation 
and furnish the board witk some prac- 
ticle plan to procure an ample water 
supply at the smallent jiossible ex- 
pentie to the tax paying impulation of 
Benton Harbor. 


Mr. Pierson is* an educated hydraulic 
engineer and his work in this city in 
connection 
with the ssewer system 
reeonimendíí him above all 
othert< 
\^ith whom the board of public work;# 
and the eitizens« have an acquaintance. 
He in considered capable and scientific 
and the board is disposed to accept his 
theory, in the nuitter of devisinir a 
plan for increasing the capacity ot the 
city water system, in preference tu 
that of a stranger. 


The widely divergent views of those 
who have interested themselves in the 
water supply (|Ucstion have driven the 
board of public works to attempt tu 
get the opinion uf a man who has had 
experience and is capable of ascertain­ 
ing from the natural facilities at hand 
here what can l>e developed. 
A won­ 
derful agitation has been created by 
the decision of the board and city 
council that adiUtlonul water service 
must be provicleu and all 
sorts of 
Bchemes have been advanced, each of 
which waB discussed last niglft with 
the result that all but one were found 
objectional. and that tme wu^ popular, 
perhaps, because its adoptioti entuiled 
t)Ut sliyhi expense. It consisted in ex­ 
tending a water main to Ox Creek at 
its nearest approucti to the water works 
fetation and use the creek water in cas** 
of tire when the present supply is in­ 
adequate. 
This was J. J. Miller'i« 
pro|K)silion, and the other meitibers uf 
the l>oard concurred. 


The discussion was opened by Victor 
M. Gore who Bugtfesi ed the'sinkluir 
of a large well in close proximity to 
the statiun which he tijiured wuulii 
furnish an ample supply until it be­ 
came necessary to reach out to Lake 
Michi^^an when the well could be used 
as a reservoir. 
It would cost, 
he 
thought, between tl.oOO and $2,0U0. 


W. 1^. Ilobbins shattered thi^ plan at 
a single fetroke and the theory of Mr. 
Itobbins was supijorted by Knjrineers 
Crew and Hounds. He said that the 
wells at present used by the city were 
drawing their supply from a lar*re t«r- 
ritory adjacent to them and tliat the 
effect of a big well would l»e to weaken 
those the city already has to the ex­ 
tent 0Í the supply obtained by the 
former. To Mr. Kobbin’s argument 
Engineer Rounds added that a year 
ago when lawn sprinkling became gen­ 
eral and' the demand for water in­ 
creased the draft upon the wells so 
greatly as to keep them empty almost 
continually the private wells in the 
neighborhood, some of them two blocks 
away, had to l»e abandoned because the 
supply had been consumed by the city 
system. He said that he would enter 
into a contract to work for the city one 
year for his board only if he could not 
pump the water in a well 100 feet in 
diameter down in two hours. 
well 
600 feet in diam eter,” said Mr. l^unds, 
“would not furnish any more water 
than we now have.'’ 


Mr. Gore argued tbe question fur­ 
ther. 
He said that ultimately the city 
would have to go to L»ake Micbi{?an 
and if there was a disposition to em­ 
ploy a hydraulic engineer he thought 
a part of such engineer’s duty was to 
give them an estimate *on the cost of 
reaching the lake. Concerning the 
utilizaUon of the Paw Paw river Mr. 
Gore argued that the expense of going 
there would pay a large share of the 
cost of tapping the lake, and as the 
logical outlet of the city sewer system 
was in that direction it would be neces­ 
sary to go some distance above the city 


to get water. It would necessitate an 
expenditure of 15,000 to get water, fit 
for all purposes, fmm Ox Creek and 
then the system would not be adequate 
in 10 years. Rather than adopt that 
plan Mr. Gore was inclined to favor 
the Lake Michigan scheme. Although 
it might cost a few thousand more the 
city’s money would be profitably ex­ 
pended. 


When Mr. Robbins was asked to ex­ 
press himself further he said that from 
the observations made by the investi­ 
gating committee he was not in a |K>si- 
tion to make at>y recommendation. He 
considered that it was a waste of time 
to discuss the matter. There were al­ 
most as many opinions regarding a 
remedy as there were individuals and 
he favored employing a hydraulic en­ 
gineer to furnish the plan of a system 
which met the requirements of the 
city in a financial as well as material 
way. Tbe board was merely discussing 
the opinions of individuals and could 
not aîTord to act except u|)on the ad­ 
vice of a competent engineer. 
It was 
a mailer of considerable gravity and 
before expending the city's money the 
board must ascertain as correctly as 
possible tiiat such expenditure will 
bring return?.. 


W. L. George ijave the Lake Miclii* 
iran |>ro]cct a black eye on the start. 
He said the object was to iret tempor­ 
ary relief at the smallest possible ex­ 
pense. The city could not atTord it and 
the citizens would not tolerate the is- 
suinsr of bonds for a system to the lake. 
The lowest estimate, that of .1. M. All- 
mendinger, on tiie cost of reachln;' the 
lake was $2r*,üCH». and the city could not 
afford this expense. Mr. (íeorye fa­ 
vored employing an engineer to look 
over the ground. 


Enjjrineer Crew ex|>lained that there 
was no less expensive way than to uti­ 
lize Ox Creek, but that before so d«jir)*í 
the water should hi* analyzed to d«*ier- 
mine whether it contains dan>.a*rous 
vegetable matter w!iich would provt* a 
feeder for malaria. W. L. George ad­ 
dressing Kntrineer Rounds pro|H»unded 
the (juestion of how Icmjr he could fur­ 
nish water for u .‘Ire with the present 
facilities if the ^prlnklinî,' hydrants 
were closed,

We can see him now in 
the mstant years aboard a ship, his 
hand upon the tiller, the winds of 
heaven moving his boat, now on the 
short tack, then the long, the stars 
obscured by the veil of clouds which 
hung above him, without a guide save 
bis compass and his chart, yet In faith 
knowing that the »tars still shone, 
through storm and tempestuous sea, 
safely making the |Jort for which he 
started. 


“ We notice that those whose lives 
are brought into direct contact with 
the works of God acquire an independ­ 
ence In religious thought which leads 
them Into the higher freedom of the 
truth. So it was with our friend, he 
came Into the t)ossession of a larger 
revelatlou in the mldhight watches 
«|)on the bosom of the deep waters, 
canopied o’er by the glittering stars, 
studding the zenith of the heavens, a 
revelation denied the multitudes so­ 
journing in the great cities of the 
world. 


''Captain Cary had a religion for 
which he found no name. His #as a 
religion composed of deeds. He was 
eminently Christian when he fed the 
hungry, clothed the naked, and com­ 
forted the sorrowing. Theae things he 
did which will make him most wel­ 
come In tbe heavenly world. He was 
not possessed of great riches as men 
sometimes mistakenly count them, yet 
his riches were those whieh fade not 
away, and which can be transferred to 
another world that) this. Had he had 
great wealth it would have been worth­ 
ily bestowed upon those who were In 
need. In reviewing such a life let us 
think upon the marvelous change 
wrought while our friend was privi­ 
leged to live among us more years than 
the allotted three score and ten. Ac­ 
cepting this world as a little child in 
spirit will he not be able to accept 
such loving change in the world to 
come which the divine wisdom hath 
prepared*? He then hai passed on to a 
nljner life to prove himself worthy 
there, as he proved himself worthy 
here.”
